Coolidge Views With Alarm En­ 
actment of 
Measures Now 
in Congress. 


W ashington, Feb. 27.—The numer­ 
ous bills pending in congress calling 
.for large appropriations are regarded 
by President Coolidge as disturbing 
to the prosperity and welfare of the 
country. 
Enactm ent of these measures, in the 
opinion of the president, would go far 
toward destroying prosperity and cre­ 
ating a totu a tion frcm which the coun­ 
try would be long in recovering. 
A survey of the various bills involv­ 
ing appropriations which have been 
introduced has convinced the president 
that their enactm ent would call for ap­ 
propriations larger than the entire ex­ 
penditures of the government outside 
of the post office departm ent before 
the war. 
Among the measures 
which 
Mr. 
Coolidge regards as inimical to the 
country’s w elfare are those calling for 
increased compensation to the officials, 
pensions, the bonus and for grants of 
money to numerous special classes. If 
such bills are enacted, the president 
believes the budget system would be 
broken down and a departure taken 
from w hat he considers a wise policy 
of holding the executive responsible 
for the financial state of the nation.
